Collection Statement (page 15). 

1. The arrears on the Collection Rentals, on 31st March 1909, amounted to 45,599 /. 13s. 2d., 
being 13‘3 per cent, of the total sum receivable in the year, as compared with 46,751/. 8s. 8 d. 
on 31st March 1908, or 12.9 per cent, in the year 1907-8. 

Capital Liabilities in respect of Advances, Sfc. (page 16). 

2. The following repayments were made during the year to the Commissioners for the 
Reduction of the National Debt in respect of advances made by them : 150,000/., the balance 
outstanding on 31st March 1908 under the Relief of Distress (Ireland) Acts, 1880, and 200,000/, 
part of 1,000,000/. advanced under the Intermediate Education (Ireland) Act, 1878. Excluding 
the annuities of 20,000/. payable to the Royal University of Ireland under the provisions of 
the Act 44 & 45 Viet. c. 52, and 70,000/. to the Department of Agriculture and Technical 
•Instruction (Ireland) under the provisions of the Act 62 & 63 Viet. c. 50., the capital liabilities 
of the Irish Church Fund stood at 3,600,000/. at the close of the year.

3. The balance outstanding on 31st March 1909 on account of advances made to the Com- 
missioners of Public Works under the Relief of Distress (Ireland) Acts, 1880 (43 Viet. c. 4, and 
43 & 44 Viet. c. 14), was 204,129/. 2s. 2d., of which 6,553/. 3s. 7tf. is stated to be regarded as 
irrecoverable. The arrears on these loans on 31st March 1909 amounted to 11,516/. 8s. 8 d., as 
mentioned in paragraph 3 of my Report on the Appropriation Account of the Vote for the 
Public Works Office, Ireland (Class II., Vote 38), 1908-9.
